Argentine hospital 
fire leavesT9 dead 


BUENOS A1UES-. Argentina (AP) 
— Federal police 'said Saturday that 
79 people peri.shed and 247 were In- 
jured when flames swept through a 
- private mental- hospital, trapping 
many patients in their beds. 

Other victims were killed when 
they leaped from wlndow.s in the six- 
stoiy building to escape the fire and 
smoke. 

A nearby resident told of heroism 
by young passersby, who broke down 
doors to carry out patients and 
' stricken employees. 

Police and fire department In- 
vestigators said the cause of the fire 
at Die Saint Emlllon Ncurop- 
sychlatric Institute In the suburban 
neighborhood of Saavedra has not 
bceniictcrmincd. 

"We have not ruled out the possibil- 
ity that it was started by a patient.” 


said a spokesman at the federal police 
headmiarler’s press office. 

Aspire officials raised questions 
about-snfety features in the building, 
police -said-lhcy-had placed the 
hospltciiajdlreelor and^adminlstrator 
In cuslddy unfll they could be ques- 
tioned by u judge probing the cause of 
the fire. They did not identity either 
man. but local news media said the 
director was Omar de la Azar. 

The police spokesman said the fed- 
eral police command had confirmed 
79. dcaths_and 247 lnJuclcs.i_Other;= 
police and judicial officials put the 
death count at 61, and there was no 
immediate explanation for Ihc 
discrepancy. 

The spoke.sman said- the Injured 
were taken to 10 hospitals around the 
city, and those patients who escaped 
unharmed were placed In other in- 
sititutions orwcrc twing cared for by 
relatives.

Later, he groused: "The danger Is 
these tactics can create a kind of 
tribalism among the parties and can 
lead to resentment on both sides." 

"The Republican party regards this 
as. the House equivalent of 
Watergate," said Rep. Newt 
Gingrich. R-Ga., one of a group of ac- 
tivist New Right Republicans leading 
the fight against the Democratic ma- 
jority. 

'T cannot emphasize how outraged 
the Uepublle.in members are," House 
Republican Whip Trent Lott of 
Mi.ssissippi said. Strong-arm tactics 
on the part of . Democrats in the In- 
diana situation, he said, would 
"poison the well In relations between 
the parties in the House for the next 
two years." 

The Indiana race was just part of 
the overall shoddy treatment the 
Republicans have received, and that 
"could mean long-term acrimony 
around here,” I.ott said. 

In the Senate, where the two parties 
have traditionally been more cordial 
. toward each other, partisanship 
flared last week in the budget debate. 

House Republicans negotiated a 
budget "compromise” with the White 
House without ever consulting Demo- 
crats for support -r even though 
Republicans hold a only a narrow 53- 
47 lead in the Senate and need some 
Democratic support. 


Vietnamese-Americans give veterans a belated thank you 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Old memories were 
tearfully recalled ^atprday. lO years after the fall 
of Saigon, as a group of Vietnamese-Americans 
gave thanks to the American GIs who were not on- 
ly allies, but friends. 

About &0 veterans and refugees gathered for an 
appreciation ceremony spousored by the Viet- 
namcse-Amerlcan Association of America at the 
Indiana War Memorial. 

Nicholas Nguyen, president of the 2,2(X)-member 
Vietnamese-Americans group, said It was time to 
let theGIs know their efforts were appreciated. He 
said the former refugees were grateful for the 
chance to make America their second homeland, 
and to the men and women who fought lo glvc- 
them tr^om. 

"I had mixed feelings about it," said Mike 
Creager of Indianapolis, who served in the Army's

OKI^HOMA CITY (AP) - In a stale that did not 
repeal Prohibition until 1959, booze, bottles and bar- 
rooms arc still a trlCty political quc.stlon. 

Voters in the state's 29 most populous counties go to 
the polls Tuesday to decide if they want to permit bar 
sales of liquor by the drink. 

Approval would end a ban on drink sales that was 
ignored in many areas of Oklahoma under a system 
that became known as "liquor by the wink.” 

"Oklahoma will be dry as long as the voters can 
stagger to the polls,” was the late humorist Will 
Rogers’ comment about his home state’s voting habits 
on liquor questions. 

Voters can choose between liquor by the drink, 
which is opposed by church groups and supported by 
chambere of commerce and business groups, or a 
system allowing public drinking only In so-called bot- 
tle clubs. 

T hose cou nties that t urn do wn llouor by the drink 

will automatically gain approval of bottle clubs, 
where a patron pays for an entire bottle and the rules 
‘will be tough. 

Club members may drink only from their own bot- 


tles. The law even prohibits serving marnea couples 
from the same bottle. ^ 

Sears challenged in complaint 

AUGUSTA, Maine (AP) — As the state of Maine 
gets set to square off against Iho world’s largest 
retailer in a sweeping consumer action. Attorney 
General James E. Tierney Is challenging Sears, 
Roebuck 4 Co. to tell customers up front just how long 
those big-ticket appliances are supposed to lost. 

In a six-part consumer complaint scheduled to go to 
trial on May 13, state prosecutors are charging Sears 
with Illegal balt-and-swlleh marketing techniques. 
They allege that shoppers are lured to eight Maine 
stores by falsely advertised sales offers and- then en- 
couraged to buy mo'fc dxpcaslvVproducts. Scars calls 
the complaint "preposterous."

Ho recalled 
his days at the camp. "1 fell lonely, 
I'd lost everything. I don't know what 
will happen In the future,” ho said.. 

Van Anh Nguyen was 9 years old 
when she and thc.njne.othcr members . 
of her family' arrived ot Fort Indian- 
town Gap In 1975. Miss Nguyen, who 
speaks perfect English and is a 
freshman studying biology at ibright 
College, said she remembered life in 
the camp as carefree. 

"It was a nice atmosphere" after 
the danger In South Vietnam, said 
Miss Nguyen, who was wearing 
traditional yellow ao dal. a long 
blouse worn over slacks. She Is no 
relation to Chau Nuyen. 

The first group of refugees entered 
the camp May 28, 1975, after a 20-hour 
flight from Guam and an airport 
reception with government officials 
and high school bands. The camp 
closed after seven months. 

The refugees scattered throughout 
America to build new lives. 

"The majority of them have 
adapted pretty well lo American 
life,’.' said Thu Ngoc Nguyen, 
secretary-general of the Federation 
of Vietnamese Associations In Penn- 
sylvania and the Surrounding States. 

Many of those who came lo Fort In- 
dianlown Gap In 1975 have carve<l out 
successful careers In medicine, 
engineering, computers and businc.ss. 
said Nguyen, no relation to the other 
Nguyens. 

"We all long for a day we can go_ 
back and help rebuild (Vietnam);” he 
added.

Missing 42 years, dead filer 
is brought home for burial

BEACON, N.Y. - First U. Francis G. Peallie has 
come home from the Pacific, home from a unmarked 
grave, to rest beside the mother who never gave, up 
hope. 

Before he was burled Saturday, his bride's tears 
—stung nearly as hard and as often as they had.42-yoars- 
ago, when Peattie's B-17 disappeared In the Pacific. 

For two years, there was silence. Later, his 
■ relatives learned the bomber had been shot down by 
Japanese fighters over New Britain, an Island near 
New Guinea. But of Peattie’s wherealx>uts there was 
no word. 

ills mother refused to believe he was dead. She died 
in 1971, still hoping. 

"She never gave up hope he was coming back. 
__Never," said Peattie’s wife, Helen Peattlc Orrhsby. 
who remarried in'l£M7. “I accepted It, but Franecy 
neverdid. 

■Tm glad h^’s back, even though it hurts a lot,” she 
said before her high schoot sweetheart was burled In 
the same plot with his parents. 

"It’s like It happened yesterday,’’ said Mrs. Orm- 
sby; She had barely gotten over her second husbaml's 
.death In 1983, she said, when Peattie’s grave was iden- 
tified. The flood of new emotion was confusing. 


"1 think people want me to say that I was pining 
away for the.se 42 years,” she said Friday. "He was 
not constantly on my mind, no. 

"I go to bod at night and wonder. ’Which husband 
am I crying for?”’ 

Frank Peattie's return was front-page news in this 
l)luc-coilar town on the Hudson River north of New 
York City; so was his disappearance In 1943. The town 
lost aJlcemnn, the baseball jeam. lost_nn.lnttmldattng_ _ 
fastball, Alps Sweet Shop and NeiTic’s soda fountain 
lost a dependable customer. 

He had a funeral in his hometown because of the 
persistence of Jose Holguin, best man at his wedding 
and sole survivor of the crash. Holguin, the navigator, 
saw the B-17 crash as he drifted to earth by parachute, 
said a prayer by the bodies, and was captured by the 
Japanese to spend 25 months as a prisoner of war.

Growing^ynieism is 
a danger to Reagan 

President Ronald Reagan made an emotional appeal 
last week for public pressure on Congress for real 
budget reforms, but without some corresponding cuts 
in defense spending, we doubt many Americans will 
respond. 

A potentially-dangerous phenomenon is occurring In 
the American electorate: a pervasive cynicism is 
spreading about government and its ability to shape 
the destiny of the nation. If Reagan is not careful, he 
may soon be as enveloped by it as was President 
Carter. 

That cynicism is fueled by many things; by the con- 
_gressionaLsquabbling_this_week_OYer_a_piddiing_Si4_ 
million in aid to the Nicaraguan Contras; in story after 
story about abuse after abuse in defense contracting: 
in Congress' refusal to cut into either military pensions 

senator and representative is still protecting: and in 
the drop-by-drop rate by- which the looming deficit 
problem becomes a reality. 

“We do not ride on the railroad; it rides upon us," 
wrote Thoteau of the technology of the modern age. 
His remark might well apply to our politics. 

Across America, we sense a bitterness building in 
the inability of either Congress or the president to give 
so much as an inch for the common good.. 

They can go toe-to-toe over $14 million for the Con- 
tras, but can’t agree on even the most basic of changes 
which, if not brought about, will endanger pur nation’s 
, ecnomic security.- •- 

It is as if an ozone calm has settled in ahead of 
swiftly-moving storm front. 

Everyone in American knows the deficit problem is 
enormous and virtually anyone above the age of 10 can 
identify at leastsome of what must be done: we must 
spend less for both military and domestic programs. 
We must cut, not expand, programs. We must slop the 
waste and squandering In our government. 

^nrho one has the wlH’or power to'accoitiplish these 
things. That is at the root of the cynicism which man 
now senses. This too, any lO-year-old can telTyou.

While the explosion is being investigated, Moll said

Neither Storey nor center coordinator Michelle Call 
said they feci the slide show distorts the facts about 
abortion health risks, though Call did say she would 
change some of the dialogue on the tape without 
removing tlic photographs 

Sto.’--»y ‘lays some women still decide to have an 
abortion after seeing the tape., and Call says.soine 
have walked out In the middle of the tape. "It Is not 
candy-coaled," Call says. 

Call says her typical client who comes to the center 
for a free pregnancy test and for help is about 18-24 
years old, confused, unwed, scared of what her 
parents and others will think of her, and needs so- 
meone to talk to. “We’re not going to bring our judg- 
ment on some girl who comes in here, she needs our 
help," says Call.

Storey says. She says the counselors direct women to 


welfare agencies If they need It and help women to 
find doctors who will treat thcin without a lot of cash 
up front. She also says the counselors talk to women 
about their relationship with the father and try to 
teach them about their iMdlly functions.

Storey says the counselors, mostly women with 
children, listen a lot and give women information 
about their options.

Tho 
hotline and crisis center counselors give women facts 
about the onlions .nvallnblc lo nretm.int women, while 


abortion clinics do not give women an accurate pic- 
ture of the risks of abortion. Storey says. 

Storey says the center docs not keep a list of al»r- 

tion clinlc.s or doctors who perform abortions and does 
not refer women to such doctors and clinics. 

The crisis center docs keep a list of adoption agen- 
cies and doctors who will arrange private adoptions 
and the center will refer women to the Idaho Youth 
Ranch adoption agency, she says. 

"If you come to the decision (Ip abort) that’s OK 
with me. We’re here just to help the girl, help her help 
herself," Call says. Call says counselors encourage 
-womun-who-decidc-to-have-abortlons-to-call-badt.Lo_ 
talk after the abortion if they need to talk. 

“Even though we are pro-life, on the phone we don’t 
consider the baby," Storey says. She has five children, 
two of whom were delivered after difficult pregnan- 
cies, She says she can empathize with the woman who 
finds herself pregnant and does not want to be. 

Storey's hotline statistics Indicate that only 35 per- 
cent of the hotline'cllents favor abortion, while 43 per- 
cent arccoosidcring an abortion. 

She says G2 percent of the hotline clients arc bc- 
tween ifl and 24, 41 percent have had a previous 
' pregnancy and 12 percent have previously had an 
•nbortlon.

KETCHUM — The owner of a private water 
utility in Kctchum has filed a protest against

In the protest, William J. Touw, owner of

Jim Jaquet, the city's administrator, says 
the private system's lines arc too small and 
caiild not provide enough water under any 
circumstances. 

Ajjd, he says, the private system doe.s not 
have any water storage to sustain the re- . 
qulrcd flow for three hours, as al.so rcqulretl 
by the fire code. 


"You can’t push cnougii water through that 
(downtown) main to provide 3,580 (gallons 
per minute as required under the code),’.’ Ja- 
quel says. . . 

Touw also ha-s filed suits against tl>c city in 
Idaho’a.Flfth District Court and In Ihc U.S.. 
District Court in Boise alleging unfalr'CoTn- 
petition ori the part of the city. 

The federal suit accuses the city of violating 
anti-tnul statutes wliilc the state suit claims 
it is Inlcrfcrlngwlth his ability to do business.

~ WENDELL — Engineers studying the Wendell 
sewer system say city growtli has exceeded expec- 
tations and the lagoon system Is overloaded. 

J-U-B Engineer Scott Dybee of Twin Falls 
reported to the Wendell City Council Thursday 
that Wendell grew G percent from 1970 to 1980. The 
projected growth rate, he said, was 2 percent. As a 
result, the lagoon system has reached its capacity 
sooner than expect^. 

"Really, I’m surprised you've gone this long," 
Bybee said. "From-hcre on out, unless- you an- 
liciptc quite a few people leaving, It’s just going to 
get worse every year.’-’ . 

Gary Burkett of the Stale of Idaho Division of 
Environment told the council the state has some 


grunts available to help the most nculy cities 
upgrade their sub-standard waste water treal- 
meii t systems. 

These funds, he said, come from taxation of 
tobacco and cigarettes. 

To apply (or a grant, Burkett said, the city must 
submit a needs assessment and application by .lu- 
lyl. ■ 

A grant would pay for 75 percent of a project and 
the city must fund the rest, he said. ALso. the city 
must pay (or properly, easements and engineer- 
ing. 

Larger cities, and especially Boise, Burkett ad-

of the grant money. But other than that, Wendell’s 
chance of getting some state financial help is'good, 
he said.

Adsbring response 

^nti-logging rampaign called ‘propaganda’ 


BOISB (AP) — A Umber Industry oKicial says an . 
advertising campaign by a new, non-profit public In- 
terest group io Idaho Is nothing more than pro- 
wilderness “propaganda.” . ' 

The Idaho Foundation was former! recently to pro- 
vide education- and lnformatlon on natural resources, 
public lands and wildlife, one of the group’s leaders 
says. 

Ed Robertson, a Boise businessman, said the group 
in mid-April- ran advertisements in newspapers In 
Boise. Lewiston, Moscow and Grangevlllc at a co.st of 
aboutSl.200. 

. The newspaper ads questioning the Nczperce Na- 
tional Forest’s proposed land-mandgement plan ask- 
ed, "How many more roads do you want to^pay for In 
'your national forest?" 

The ads said the proposed Nezpercc plan, which was 
scheduled to become final later this year, would triple 
the amount of roads in the Nezpercc National Forest 
during the’next 50 years. 

That would reduce elk and fish populations while 
costing the government more than It would earn from 
timber sales, according to the ads. 

But Richard Wilhite, Clarkston, Wash., resource 
manager for Bennett Lumber Products, said the ad 
was "very misleading,” and “just another bit of pro- 
paganda.” • 

Wilhite said harvesting timber does not reduce elk 
populations. The problem Is that hunters use the 


roads, and that could be prevented If the Forest Ser- 
vice closed them after limber harvests, he said. 

-Tom Kovalicky, Nezpercc National Forest super- 
visor, said the ads were accurate "for the most part;" ' 

. Ihou^ they did not tell tlie.whole story. 

He said the proposed land-management plan would 
allow stable or increased elk and fish populations, not 
reductions, and calls for extensive road closures, 
Robertson said he stood by the ads. "There Is no . 
way on God’s green Earth" to triple the amount of 
roads and not reduce elk, since three-fourths of the 
forest’s 20,000 elk live in roadless areas, he said. ^ 
However, Ilobcrtson said the Idaho Foundatlon.ls_ 
not wilderness oriented, The goal of the group’s ads 
was to prompt Idahoans to become Informed and ex- 
pi;ess oplnion-s about the Nezpercc plan, he said. 

Three of the five founders of the Idaho Foundation 
have been active In conservation groups, but he said 
they felt other organizations were not communicating 
with the public. 

Other group members are Jack Hemingway of Kcl- 
chum, a former Idaho Fish and Game Commission 
mcmixjr active In the Idaho Sportsmen’s Coalition; 
Paul Fritz of Boise, a retired National Park Service 
official who helped found the Greater Yellowstone 
Coalition; Ken Robison of Boise, publisher of the 
Idaho' Citizen, newspaper and a leader in the anti- 
Sagebrush Rebellion movement; and Dean Miller, a 
Boise small buslnes.s consultant.

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Boise^s blighted downtown 
becomes an image problem

BOISE — 'I'wenly-ofib yoars ago, a handful of-UolKO- 

busiiioSs leaders - became Increasingly - concerned 
about, the blight that was spreading through their 
downtown. 

By early 1965. the whcels’cT redevelopment were in 
motion, and- the small group had a vision of a 
rcyitallzed business center as vibrant as the one they 
had grown up with. ’ 

But as the governors of the nation’s other 49 states 
—prepare to gathcr in Idaho’s capital city two decades- 
later for their annual conference, they will be looking 
►^ot at' the vision developer Arthur Oppenhelmcr. 
newspaper publisher Eugene Dorsey and their col- 
leagues had, but at the deteriorated downtown they 
wanted to avoid. 

‘it has to be a terrible negative message to the 
world from Boise and Idaho,” concedes Eugene 
Thomas, the president-elect of the American Bar 
Association and the co^hairman of a private group of 
business leaders that has become the successor to Op- 
penhelmer and Dorsey’s informal group of 1961. 

“We're going to get a big boost from this meeting, 
this internationally covered meeting,” Thomas says, 
"but there’s no question that we’re going to have egg 
on our face every minute of every day because of 
' downtown.... We’re going to put our best foot fonvard, 
but unfortunately you have to go through downtown to 
get to our best foot.” 

The concerns of 1961 wore quickly turned into action 
as state lawmakers responded the next year by.enac- 
ting legislation creating local urban renew al agencies , 
"fibisei r.cwiston, Idaho Ealls aiiu iwin r fftls an loblT 
advantage and .set up those apcncics. 

But while renewal efforts in the other three cities 
blo.ssomecl into refurbished downtowns and the need 
for the agencies ended relatively quickly. Boise 
became bogged down as the push went forward to 
create a_inaiQr_regiQnal_5honPlng aroa_to anchorjhc 


city center. As it continues to be today, the policy was 
the target of criticism and vigorous debate. 

The controversy overthe focus on a major shopping- 

development ha5 been so intense that it has drawn 
Dorsey’s succe.s.sor, Idaho Statesman publisher Gary 
Sherlock, into the fray. Sherlock, a member of 
Thomas's Uptown Boise group, has been accused of 
lotting his support for the long-standing redevelop- 
ment policy influence the paper’s coverage of the 
1S.SUO — a charge ho fervently denies. 

“I guess like Gene 1 have a concern for the com- 
miinltv. ” Sherlock says. ”1 grew up in Boise. 
rernember the community wPen It had a vlbranrceiT 
tral city and would hope that It would return to that.... 
But I think we have provldetl the opportunity for a 


fairly open discussion of all the issues involved wlUi 
the development, and I think that careful readers of 
our newspaper would agree that we have done a 
— responsible-job:”^ : — ^ : 

In the early years, the Bol.se Redevelopment Agen- 
cy bought up blocks of the downtown througli tlielalc 
19C0.S — that land now valued at around snjnilllon — 
and It sustalnciisome severe local criticism whcn lt 
demolished up to a third of the buildings that stood on 
the land. 

Then the BRA, as It has come to be known, began its 

- rciutionship with a .string of major developers who. 
— were'chargcd“with creating the regional-shopping" 

mall civic leaders believed would save the downtown 

- from .suburban .sprawl, 

Urban Properties Inc. of Pittsburgh lasted .seven 
montlis and was replaced in I9?6 by Boise C.*)scadc 
Corp. Two years later, Dayton Development Co. trlc<l 
Us hand and lasted until I977 whcn the Wlnmar Co. of 
Seattle stepped In. 

. Last year the Taubman Co. of Troy, Mich., became 
tile fifth developer to take on the task of creating a 
major retail center in the downtown, and after two de- 
cades of failure, the BRA finally has .set a deadline for 
results — June 30 — or It will ^gln to consider alter- 
natives to a major shopping center for the revitaliza- 
tion of downtown. 

That’s a path more and more Boise residents seem 
to be demanding the city take. 

'Tm as disappointed as anybody in not having the 
thing' down by the lime the governors come.” says 
Mayor Dick Eardicy, a staunch .supporter of the 
. .regional shopping mall policy. “But wc’rc not the only 
city in the nation with downtown problems, many of 
Iheothcrs' problems are caused by subifrbahTnalls." 

But as evidence appears to mount that none of (be 
big retailers needed to anchor a major shopping 
development arc interested in downtown Boise, there 
is a pu-sh to shift redevelopment policies. Voters 
elected, city council members in 1983 who backed a 
oqIIpv chanL’o. and In.st year 'they sciiLIhe same 


message In county Commission elections. 

“I think that all ofjhe citizens of Boise have to 
— conccmcd-about-the-imprcsston-our-clty-3nay-leavc- 
with the governors,” says Jim llarri.s, co-chairman of 
the Citizens for Progressive Government which Is 
pressing for what Harris calls “a rclicllion against the 
history of the past 20 years.” 

“Those people who have been responsible for the 
- last 20 years of decision-making must take responsi- 
bliUy for some of that embarrassment.” 

Even tliosc backing the .shopping mall concept con- 

cede that It may have b een a mis g uided policy in the 

early da'ys'bccause tbcclly was too small to support It. 
But they defend it now. claiming Boi.se has grown 
cnough.tn.su.stalnit.

Idahoan behind troubled company 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - A com- 
pany secretly controlled by n former 
Portland attorney received 38 loans 
from Q now-dcfunct bank that were 
never reported to the bank's loan 
committee or board of directors, an 
Orogoh State Bar investigation has 
determined.' 

The attorney, Thomas C. Wolf, 4S, 
was a director of the defunct Colum- 
bia Pacific Bank St Trust Co. from its 
.opening July29, 197G, untiMlscoUap.se 
March Ui, 1983. 

Wolf, who now lives in Sun Valley, 
Idaho, also served on the bank's loan 
committee ami handled Its legal af- 
fairs. 

A bar report said Wolf denied con- 
trolling the company that got the 
_loans.whcn.fc‘llosv,baiit.dircclors ask-. 


cd him about it. In fact. Wolf had 
engineered a “sham transaction" to 
hide his control of the company, Flr.st 
Norlliwest Financial Corp., the report 
said. 

As long as Wolf controlled the com- 
pany, it could not legally borrow more 
than $25,UOO from Columbia Pacific 
without advance approval by the 
bank’s board. But Wolf told the board 
after a supposed stock sale that he no 
longer c ontrol l ed the com pany. Twen- 
"ly'thi^*more loans wenUo FirsfNor- 
Ihwcst after that, the bar said in it.s 
267-page'rcporl. 

The bar report did not calculate the 
amount of the 38 unreported loan.s.

BOISE — The atmosphere at lhi§ 
spring's foolbnll drills at Boise Stale 
University has been a little more 
purposeful than in springs past. 

The rea.son? Well, numbers tell 
.the slory. 80. DC. 37-0. C-5. 

An 80-yurd screen pass in the final 
two minutes of a game lost October 
in icy Bozeman, Mont., gave Mon- 
tana State a comc-from-bchind vic- 
tory over Ihc Broncos and deprived 
Boi.se State of the Big Sky Con- 
ference, foolbnll championship. Two 
weeks laTcr, in Boise, Weber State's 
offense moved DC yards in the final 
mlnulc and 13 seconds to beat Boise 
— S(ater«nd-ft-w«fiHater-BSlHo8f-at— - 
home to Idaho, 37-0, to finish the 
scasOn'Ot C-5 for the second year in a 
row. 

So the message Ihls spring is clear 
to third-year Coach Lyle Setencich, 


-misses. 

‘To that end, ihc Bronco.s have a 
different look, They have a new of- 
fensive coordinator (Phli Cabc), a 
new defensive line coach (Bill Dut- 
toni and what Setencich hopes will 
be the most Important factor — ex- 
perience at aii positions. 

"This group Is more experienced

Shu moved Initially to BcIIcfontc to pul .some 
distance between her and her former world, but 
she found it sougtit hcroul'. 


"Relatives and friends — Iwth English and 
Amish came and tried to convince me to go l>ack. 
for my parents’ sake,” she says. ' 

"They'd sit and cry. It was very, very hard. But 
then after they’d leave I’d think. I’d still do it 
again." 

Two years after she left the church her father, 
Roy Weaver,, gave up his Madisonburg harness 
shop and moved the rest of his family hack to their 
former home In Apple Creek. Ohio. 


In the years .since Weaver's death. his_widow 
and all but one of his other five children have led 
the Amish cimrch, most to go to (lie Mcnnonlte 
faith. 

While she looks back with many fond memories 
on her Amish girlhood and upbringing, Mrs. Rider 
soys she couldn't go back to the life she hud.

DEAR READER: Fatigue can be 
caused by many conditions. In about 
20 percent ofpeopicwith a complaint 
a medical problem can be found to 
account for It. 

Sometimes It is ns simple ns finding 
that nperson hn.s severe nncmin. In 
other instances a complex hormone 
problem may be thecausc. 

In the remaining 80 percent the 
!causu may be psychologloal. But that 
doesn'tJu.stifyassumlng that fatigue 
" Is "all In yourmind.” 

The first step is a good medical 
evaluation, one .sufficiently extensive 
to identify a medical problem if one 
exists. Fatigue can be caused by any 
numberof infectious diseases. 

Years ago tuberculosis was a com- 
m on cause for fatigue. If the adrenal 
— gntmJ.s arc not functioning properly a 
person is fatigued. Lung dlseaso. 
heart disease, liver disease, diabetes 
and low thyroid function can sap one's 
energy. A wide variety of nutritional 
disorders mav alsobo resnonslldo.

WASHINGTON - When daylight-saving sets 
our external clocks ahead today on the oidy 23- 
hour-day of the year, the body's internal clock 
will have to make up the difference. 

But the body is used to such adjustments; It 
makes them every day. 

Although the modem world morches^to the 
beat of a punctual 24-hour day. the body’s inter- 
nal time clock varies from Individual lo.lndlvid- 
ual and is usually closer to 25 hours. A person 
confined to a dark cave or a sleep laboratory 
without clocks, windows or other time cues will 
eventually revert to roughly a 25-hour natural 
time cycle. 

“In all of us, our Internal physiology is trying 
to delay about an hour every day," says Dr. 
Michael Thorpy, director of the slccp-wokc 
disorders center at Montcflore Medical Center In 
New York. “We're all making a one-hour .ad- 
justment anyway." 

With spring-forward daylight time, Thorpy 
says, “c.<u>cnUally that first night we’re going to 


be two hours earlier than our physiology, would 
want." 

A host of bodily rhythms follows the ciixadlan 
(“around a day”) cycle keyed to the earth’s 
rotation. The most obvious Is the sicep-wake cy- 
cle, but circadian rhythms also govern blo^ 
pressure, body temperature and the secretion of 
many hormones, including “virtually every 
substance you con measure In the blood," Thor- 
py says. 

These circadian rhythms overlap in an In- 
Iricolc pattern of phased 'relationships, which 
the brain miistconllnuolly synchronize. 

“As you move sleep, you Interrupt all these 
other relationship^,’’ Thorpy says, and the 
body’s internal clock. must fine-tune Itself. 

For most, the shift to daylight time won't be 
difficult — thecqulvatcni of one-hour Jet lag, as 
In a flight from Chicogo to Washington. Most 
people arc happy to give up an hour on a late- 
April Sunday in return for nddcfl dayliglil on 
summer evenings. 

"Everyone’s going to reset themselves lo 
some degree, come next week," says Dr. Samuel 
Potolicehio, director of the sleep disorders 


center at' Georgetown University Medical 
Center. “I don’t think anyone will •become 
shellshocked by this. It's only one hour.’’ 

Only people who have extremely rigid sleep- 
wake rhythms will have trouble adjusting. 
PotoIlcchlo says. He cited the example of a 
pharmacist treated at the Georgetown. center: 
"Working Just two (evenings) a week threw off 
his slecp-woko cycle fora whole month." 

“You’ll be going lo sleep an-hour earlier the 
next night and waking up on hour earlier," says 
Dr. Norman Rosenthal, staff psychiatrist at the 
National Institute of~Mcntal Health (NIMH). 
"It's less troubling than typical Jet lag." 

Body rhythms arc governed by two separate 
Internal time docks, Rosenthal says. One, ex- 
tremely sensitive to light "and darkness, 
regulates the sleep-wake cycle. The other 
regulates the secretion of mony hormones, in- 
cluding cortisol, the “energizing hormone,” 
which decreases In the evening, drops almost to 
zero during sleep ond then begins to increase be- 
fore wakeup to help prepare the body to moot the 
day.

WASHINGTON - Ju-sl In lime for .spring 
dieting, three artificial sweeteners — :i.sparlame. 
saccharin and cyclamates — are In the news. Last 
week, a Senate panel rejected an ainencimont re- 
quiring labeling on soft drinks containing n.spnr- 
lame. This week. Congres.s considers whether to 
“keep saccliarln'on'tho market, Meanwhile a-Na- 
lional Academy of Sclcnce.s committee is review- 
ing the lieallli effects oi cyclamates. which were 
bdhned in 1970 'bccau.se of a- po.ssibic link with 


cancer.

NulraSwcet by G.D. Scarle and Co.. Is itseil in a 
-variety-foo<ls-and-beverages,-ranging-from-dlct- 
soft drinks lo the tabic sugar substllulc known as 
Equal. ProducLs containing NutraSweet carry a 
laliol wai^nTng' pebple' with the genetic disease 


phenylketonuria (PKU) to avoid these food and 
beverages. PKU sufferers rire^rn lacking an iin- 
portanl enzyme that allowlf|mhem to digest the 
amino acid phenylalanine — ^Jiuildlng block of 
protein and an important constituent of 
NulraSwcet.

WASHINGTON -The nose knows. 

For millions of Americans, the 
rc.splcndcnl glory of spring is a mixed 
blessing. It means renewal. It means 
growth, it means beauty. 

It means pollen In the air. And th.nl 
means “hay fever," the most com- 
mon allergy in the United State.s. 

“We're in the biggest pollen season 
-of the year right now.” says Dr. Yuill 
Black, a Wa.shington allergist who 
records the District of Columbla’.s 
dally pollen count. t’For us it’s the 
busiest time of year." 

“Hay fever" Is a clas.slc misnomer. 
It doesn't come from hay. and it 
doesn't cause a fever. The technical 
term is “allergic rhinitis." meaning 
an allergic inflammation of the nose. 

“It’s an illness, a chronic disease," 
Black says. “People don't die of 
allergies, but they -lose time from 
school, time from work. And they’re 
miserable." 


An estimated 40 million Americans 
— one in six — suffer from an allergic 
disease. Of these, .about 15 million arc 
afflicted willt hay fever, an<i nearly 10 
tnlllion with asthma, .with or without 
hay fever. The rest have "hives," 
eczema, or a reaction to some kind of 
food, drugor insect sting. 

People with one or more allergies 
represent “the largest chronic 
disease population in the United 
Stales.” reports the Department of 
Hcallh'and'Human Services. One in 
every M patients visiting. a doclor'..s 
office goes In search of care -for an . 
allergic, .condition. Hay. fever ami 
dsllimn cause 8 million lost work ilnys 
and 130 million lost school days n 
year. 

An allergic reaction begin.s in 
paradox and ends In misery. 

The body’s Immune system over- 
reacts — a defense mechanism run 
amok. It’s the biological equivalent of 
the Pentagon's Victnam-era "protec- 
tive rcaclton strike."

, portrait of a family tnigedy with a 
scTipt written and directed by 
alcohol. 

Sponsored by the two-ycar-old 
Children of Alcoholics Foundation, 
the exhibit Ls planned to educate the 
public on anew, but growing concern: 
how to help clilldrcn whose parents 
drink, foundation founder Migs 
Woodsldcsaid. 

Until recently, treatment of 
alcoholism has focused almost com* 
plctuly on alcoholics, with little alien* 
lion paid 'to the family and even Ic.ss 
concern given to children, experts in 
treating alcoholl.sm say. • 

T'hosc cItUdren share feelings of 
gulll, mistakenly tiellovlng that they 
arc the cause of their parents' pro* 
blcm. They also feel unloved and in* 


visible because the household' 
revolves totally around the alcoholic 
parent. They arc scared that their 
parents will become ill or have an ac* 
cldcnt. and they arc frightened by. 

family vlolenceund abuse. — 

- And they also arc embarrassed and 
ashamed to tcU. anyone the family 
secret, whether they know the name 
of it or not. 

"For large numbers of kids In tur* 
moil, the t^t therapy Is to get them 
to talk and the best way for them to 
talk Is with art," said .lohn DcLuca, 
former director. of the National In- 
stitute of Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism and a board member of 
the Children of Alcoholics Founda- 
tion. 

With the pictures, he said, "We 
want to bring to the general public 
what it means to grow up in an 
alcoholic home." 

There arc 7 million chUdren under 
the age of Ifi who live with alcoholic 
parents. Those children arc at a 
higher ri.sk than the general popula- 
tion of becoming alcoljolics or marry- 
ing them. With only 5 percent of 
'adults in treatment. It Is the founda- 
tion’s l)clicf that children don't have 
to wait for their parents to recover 
from alcohol for the children to get 
help.

Tooth genes discovery may 
leadl:o a new ldhd“drfilling

Researchers' arthe ‘Uiilvei'sfly“or 


Southern California ami Baylor Col- 
lege of Medicine already have u.secl 
Ihe cloning technique to produce 
mouse tooth enamel. 

Before the technique can be used on 
human enamel, the other three genes 
must be isolalcd. “The research team 
must then hope," the Journal reports, 
"that tlie four proleins will combine 
in the l.'ibqralory with other essential 
components to form enamel with 
characteri stics identical to the nalu- 
"nirfoolli."

Devastating childhood experiences 
can lie a time bomb that disrupt .adult 
relationships and ruin the llvc.s of 

them. 

'I'iie death of a parent, physical or 
„embtibndl abuse, incest arid serloiis'll- 
■‘Ine.ss are'“tbe major “chlldhobd 
traumas, according to an article in 
thc'May Issue of Casmopoiitan, and 
Uicy can damage adult self-esteem 
and the ability to relate to others. 

Ollier traumas include parental ne- 
glect. death of a. sibling or best friend, 
a broken home or one fraught with 
—friction. ar..a-scrics- 0 f-chaiigcs_in. 
scliools and neighborhood. 

"Childhood traumas often cause 
<ietachment. a withdrawal of feel- 
ings," .said Dr. Peter Purpura, a I»ng 
Island clinical psychologist. 

"NVhen the person grows up and 
becomes Involved in an Intimate rela- 
tionship, ihc capacity to feel incomes 
frightening because she is once more 
in touch with the old feelings of fear, 
anger, rejection. They are over- 
whelmtng, Stic often becomes confus- 
ed, deprcK.sed. She doesn't unders- 
tand the present pain — or-remeraber 
il.s origins.” - 

Many experts call the death of a 
parent tiie most profound childhood 
trauma. 

"It'scvcn more devastating to lose 
a mother than a father,” said i\nnc 
Rusenberger. psychiatric social 


worker and executive director of the , 
Bereavement and Ixis-s Center in New 
■Vork City. 

"The mother fs the nurturer. After 
her death, many things change in the 

Pamela Gold^lth. a Berkeley, 
Calif., psychotherapist wlio lost her 
own inoth'er afage-M and suffered" 
■ nightmares and anxiety aittacks years 
later In a delayed grief reaction, said; 

“Death Is a profound experience. 
Our society denies death, but we can 
learn from It how precious relation- 
ships arc, how important U is lo be 
honc.st with each other — and how 
transient and precious life itself is." 

Victims of childhood abuse as 
adults often .seek the love they lacked 
— even from the parents who abused 
them. 

"The iMnding that occurs with 
abuse is stronger than in normal 
parent-child relationships," said Dr. 
Frances C. Howland, assi.slan( pro- 
fessor of clinical psychiatry at the 
Yale University School of Medicine. 
"Often t h e victlin mimics the op- 
pressor?' *•

Turnover In those properties has 
been slow. For Instance, in 1984, Twin 
Falls area home sales amounted to 
335 homes, compared lo 366-In the 
previous year, according to -Roy's 
figures. 

Atjhe same time, prices of homes 
gradually have been dropping. As of 
the end of the first quarter of this 
year, the median sale price of a home 
was $46,700 compared to an average 
$49,500 for the first quarter of 1984. 
The median sale for all of .1983 was 
even hi^cr, some$52,00C 

Those decreasing sales prices 
should tend to bring more buyers into 
the market. However, Interest rates 
also must cooperate, and they have 
been a major problem. 

Currently, most Twlri Falls area 
buyers can't easily afford the pay- 
ments on cither a new home or an ex- 
isting one. Fixed interest rates on 30- 
year mortgages generally range be- 
tween 12 and 13 percent. The ratc.s 
can be yanked down Into the area of II 
percent — If prospective purchasers 
arc willing to accept periodic changes 
in the interest rates using adjustable 
rate mortgages. 

Currently, buyers who arc getting 
into new homes favor adjustable rate 
mortgages, says David Marsh, 
manager for United Security Mor- 
tgage Co.’s office at Twin Falls. But 
they also want the guarantee of an in- 
terest rate cap — a limit to the rise 
allowed in the Interest rale. 

Some homeowners have moved

Homebuilders also are adapting to 
the market when they design their 
models.
